But perhaps even more interesting 
than the dinner boat is the company's 
new owner—John P. McGoff. 


A summer resident of Charlevoix, 
McGoff is president of Panax Corpo- 
ration, a large newspaper chain which 
published 83 newspapers before its 
stockholders decided to start liquidation 
of the company in August of 1980, 


In the last few years. McGoff has 
been a controversial figure. He was the 
subject of widely reported federal 
investigations regarding his involve- 
ment:in a South African government 
secret propoganda fund scandal. He has 


Salary freeze doesn't anger EJ city supt. 


EAST JORDAN - Friction between 
council members and city superinten- 
dent Herman Rasch cropped up again 
last week in a special meeting to 
approve the proposed city budget. 

Council members voted 4-1 to freeze 
Rasch’s $27,500 a year salary. 

The city council approved a minimum 
of five percent raises for all other city 
department heads. Rasch was not 
present at the meeting.

Annand did not reveal how much 
McGoff paid to acquire the controlling 
interest. McGoff already owned some 
stock in the boat company, and one local 
stockholder told The Press that McGoff 
bought stock for $90 per share from 30 
to 40 stockholders and now owns well 
over half of the 4,000 shares. 

‘Previous to McGoff’s. offer, there 
hadn't been an offer for more than $75 
per share,’ the stockholder said. 

Speculation that McGoff was buying 
and expanding the boat company has 
created a great deal of interest in the 
Charlevoix area due to the stock 
purchases, real estate inguires and even 
a brief mention at a January city council 
meeting. 

Charlevoix Mayor Sam Supernaw 
said he wasn't sure what plans McGoff 
has for the boat company. ‘‘We’ve just 
heard rumors,”' he said. 7 

Supernaw added that ‘'There was 
some discussion of (the ownership 
change) at a council meeting around the 
first part of the year. McGoff’s name 
was mentioned then."’ 

The city learned of the ownership 
change because the boat company has 
been negotiating its dock lease with the 
city of Charlevoix. 

Inquires have also been made about 
acquiring rea] estate on Round Lake, 
reportedly to provide additional parking 
for the floating restaurant. 

For some time, McGoff has been a 
boating enthusiast in the Charlevoix 
arca, where he docks his 100 ft. yacht. 

The yacht is often a highlight of the 
boat parade in the annual Venetian 
Festival. 

One local businessman commented: 
“| think McGoff has just taken a fancy 
to getting into the boat business.”’ 

‘And an official with one of McGoff’s 
remaining Michigan newspapers said 
McGoff has dreamed of starting a 
floating restaurant for 10 years. 

‘Fm glad he’s finally doing it. That 


will be a great thing for the Charlevoix 
area,’’ he said. 

Annand said that acquistion of the 
several new boats, including the one to 
be used as the restaurant, will probably 


be finalized Friday at a meeting of the ~ 


boat company board of directors. 

The company already — shuttles 
passengers to and from Beaver Island 
on passenger ferries, the Beaver Is- 
lander and the South Shore. New ferry 
service from Petoskey to the island is 
also planned this summer. 

‘*We have looked at several boats for 
the Petoskey ferry, and we also plan to 
operate the dinner boat near Charlevoix 
that will serve dinner and provide 
entertainment on the nightly basis,”’ 
Annand said. 

Annand has been a summer resident 
of Beaver Island and he is also a 
neighbor of McGoff’s in Williamston. 

He owned his own security firm and 
worked as a private investigator for 27 
years. Now he plans to move to the 
Charlevoix-Petoskey area and devote 
‘full-time’ efforts to the boat company. 
He has been on the board of directors 
for 16 years, 

Annand said McGoff has been active- 
ly involved in arranging the purchase 
and expansion of the company, but the 
publisher would not take an active role 
in the day-to-day operations. 

Boat company manager Eric Kam- 
mermann reported that the 1981 
summer schedule for the Beaver Island 
ferries has already been printed. ‘‘I 
expect that we’ll have a good year. 
Reservations have already started to 
come in, We should have a boat running 
out of Petoskey by Memorial weekend,’’ 
he said. 

Kammermann added that the dinner 
boat will be a floating restaurant with a 
passenger capacity of about 400. It will 
seat 200 for dinner and will have two 
dance floors and bars. ‘‘We may even 
have an orchestra lined up, and we 
might be-ready to serve dinners by 
Memorial Day.’’ 

Some Charlevoix businessmen have 
‘been speculating that the boat company 
might begin using a hydrofoil boat for 
passenger service to the island. Annand 


said that buying a hydrofoil had been * 


discussed but none have been pur- 
chased.

NRC says emergency | 
evacuation: info. is ‘weak 


_Editor, 

By law, Consumers Power is _res- 
ponsible to have in place by April 1, 
1981, a public education and informa- 
tion program to the people the Big Rock 
plant could affect in an emergency. 

The regulations are very specific on 
what that information is to be. We are to 
learn and understand how to protect 
ourselves in a radiological emergency 
and are to have a general under- 
standing on how to proceed, should an 
evacuation become necessary. 

For most facilities 
disseminate this public education is an 
approximate 10 miles, however, Big 
Rock may use an Exposure Planning 
Zone of only 5 miles. for the facility is 
licensed as an experimental and 
research facility and below producing 
250 MGW. 

A pamphlet was printed by Con- 
sumers Power in December 1980, to 
meet above criteria and given to the 
emergency directors and sheriffs of 
Emmet and Charlevoix County for 
distribution. 

The NRC has not yet approved this 
pamphlet and feels that it is generally 
weak in providing useful information 
about radiation hazards.
